DAVID RATCLIFFE, who caused a shock 
yesterday when he announced his retire- 
ment from the international scene, will not 
be lost to Soccer completely.

THE australian public, and especially those | 


interested in NSW South Wales, Queensland 
and ‘the ACT, is entitled to a very clear 
statement of what is behind the upheavals 
that have occured in the ranks of the National 
Soccer League. 

It is a fact that there is more behind the 
change than is apparent on the surface. 

The visible manifestations are a drop from 
two 12 team divisions to one of 14 teams with 
an aim to improve playing standards. 

Then there is the objective of securing 
sponsorship, which would be the aim no 
matter how many clubs are involved. 

For example, if it is necessary to reshuffle in 
order to show a potential advertiser that there 
is an improved league to be supported, then it 
could well be 2xi0 team divisions and not 
1x14 team. 

But the underlying issue is a philosophical 
one and the NSL chairman Mr Sam Papasavas 
OAM had a large say in the change. 

For some time he has taken the position 
that clubs should be based on particular 
ethnic groups and that experimentation in the 
other direction has been a failure. 

There is some strength to the argument as 
obviously most paid admissions to NSL Soc- 
cer are from ethnic — based clubs. 

But can Soccer expect to carry on for ever 
on a base that, realistically seen, largely in 
Sydney involves just the Greek and Croatian 
sections of the community. 

There is limited and varying support from 
the remaining groups, and decreases in the 
following of many of them is quite marked. 

What we are seeing at present is an attempt 
to impose situations that apply in Victoria to 
NSW, the ACT and Queensland. 

This however fails to recognise the differing 
structures of the game in these areas despite 
some similarites in the ethnic backgrounds of 
the clubs. 

The fact is that only a miniscule amount of 
amateur Soccer existed in Melbourne prior to 
postwar migration. 

_This can be compared with the NSW and 
Queensland position, where Soccer goes 
back up to 100 and sometimes over 100 years. 

A similar difference exists with playing 
numbers. NSW, with a million more people or 
so than Victoria, can boast of over 150,000 


«players whereas Victoria would have some

20,000 and the lesser population of Queens- 
land over 35,000. 

On this basis, even taking into account that 
many remain in amateur and junior football, 
there is a wider base in NSW and Queensland 
that represents the potential for a different 
pattern of growth over time. 

Of the teams that go out, Newcastle has 
mainly Anglo-Saxon origins, Wollongong mul- 
ti-national, Blacktown local, Inter-Monaro’s 
“Inter” was originally “international” to cover 
all nationalities and Canterbury Greek and 
Canberra Greek-controlled but with varied 
support. 

So out goes the local element on which 
NSW will later depend for growth! 

Geographically NSW has major cities of 
Wollongong and Newcastle and also the 
national capital within its borders, whereas 
Victorian NSL clubs come form the capital city 
of Melbourne. 

Until the basis of these various principles is 

recognised, the NSL will not get its affairs 
right. 
eee any crossfire of the moment, ASW 
considers that a National League is the best 
vehicle to use in conducting a national com- 
petition. 


FRANKIE AND CHRIS COULD BE 
ON A FAST BOAT TO CHINA. 


DYNAMIC young 
strikers Frank Fari- 
na of Sydney City 
and Chris Kalantzis 
of Sydney Olympic 
look set to spear- 
head the Socceroo 
strike force on their 
coming tour of 
China and Asia in 
November.

These two highly 
talented youngsters are 
at the peak of their form 
and have showed out 
well in the NSL top five 
play-offs. 

So much so, their 
names are well and truly 
pencilled into national 
coach Frank Arok’s lit- 
tle black book as ‘likely 
tourists’. 

It is interesting to 
note the development of 
Kalantzis and Farina 
and the fact that both 
are former Young Soc- 
ceroos. 

Farina of course was 
brought to the forefront 
by present Young Soc- 
ceroo boss Les Scheinf- 


lug, in the 1983 WYC 
campaign. 

Frankie starred in the 
Joao Havelange Youth 
series in Acapulco and 
then went on to make 
the world sit up and take 
notice when he scored 
the equalising goal for 
Australia, before a 
crowd of 110,000 fans at 
the Aztec Stadium im 
Mexico City in 1983. 

At club level he 
started with the AIS be- 
fore moving on to Can- 
berra City and then to 
his present club Sydney 
City. 

Kalantzis in turn was 
discovered by former 
Sydney Olympic coach 
Tommy Doherty and 
thrown into the Olympic 
first team when he was 
16 years of age. 

This brilliant left 
striker was then selected 
for the Young Socceroos 
for the 1985 final series 
in Russia under the dire- 
ction of then national 
coach Jim Shoulder. 

Although not used to 
his greatest advantage in 
the Australian system of 
play behind the Iron 
Curtain, the skill and 
talent of Kalantzis still 
managed to. shine 


through like a beacon on 
a foggy night. 

The Olympic  youngs- 
ter was then chosen - 
along with Farina - for 
the recent series against 
Czechoslovakia where 
he once again looked 
the goods. 

Apart from an abund- 
ance of skill, these two 
young terriers have 
speed to burn - which is 
a decided advantage to 
any team touring China 
and Asia. 

Frankie has been be- 
hind the Bamboo Cur- 
tain before - in 1984 
during the World Tour 
and knows what it’s like 
and just what is re- 
quired. 

For Kalantzis the trip 
to the Mystic East will 
be just one more chap- 
ter in his football educa- 
tion. 

The Socceroos trip to 
China in November has 
been carefully planned 
and negotiated by ASF 
executive director Brian 
Emery. 

Unlike times in the 
past when the Socceroos 
have had to endure the 
cold wintry weather of 
Peking, this visit will be 
restricted to the warmer 


climes of Canton and 
Shanghai. 

This is wise planning 
and indeed common 
sense. 


It is also a move that 
will be welcomed by the 
players - especially the 
ones who have previous- 
ly visited China as both 
Canton and Shanghai 
are pleasant places to 
visit and the ~ stadiums 
good. = 

Also the hotels and 
food are excellant and 
are preferred by the 
Socceroos to that which 
was forthcoming in 
Peking. 

The Socceroos China 
program is;- the two 
opening matches on 
November 13th and 15th 
will be played in Canton 
and the last match on 
November 18 in Shan- 
ghai.

For these very words 
were the theme of a 
report produced on the 
NSL by the then ASF 
Marketing company way 
back on Wednesday Au- 
gust 12, 1981 - five long 
football years ago. 

And with the con- 
troversy still raging over 
the format of next year’s 
NSL set-up and their 
two million dollar four 
year sponsorship with 
South Australian 
Brewerigs about to be 
announced, it is interest- 
ing to recall the details 
set out in this NSL re- 
port and to compare 
them with the scene as it 
is today.

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I will let you make up 
your own minds as to 
whether the situation 
has changed over the 
years - either for better 
Or worse. 

At the time of its 
release the report of 
course was extremely 
controversial it seems 
like most matters con- 
nected with the NSL. 

However I’m sure you 
will find this ‘sojourn 
into the past’ very en- 
thralling reading and in- 
teresting to say the least. 

I will start with a para- 
graph that was released 
under the heading - 
“What we have not 
achieved” and it read:- 
“What the League has 
not achieved so far, is to 
capture the imagination 
of the mass Australian 
public, despite its early 
success in the initial in- 
troduction of the com- 
petition. 

“This singly has been 
the League’s biggest 
failure.This singly is the 
Leagues biggest 
problem.” 

So it was declared by 
the NSL chiefs in 1981! 

Another very interes- 
ting chapter was for- 
warded under the head- 
ing “The Image of the 
League”. 

“We feel it is impor- 
tant to state in this docu- 
ment quite conclusively 
the attitude and philoso- 
phy of the marketing 
company in regard to 
the image of the League 
related to the con- 
tinuous debates about 
ethnic or non-ethnic. 

“Our overall attitude 
can be summarised as 
follows;- ‘‘We under- 
stand and accept the 
ethnic origins of many 
clubs in the League, and 
the fact that several of 
those same clubs are de- 


pendent on what may be 
primarily be described 
as fanatical ethnic sup- 
port of their club. 

“We do not seek to 
de-ethnicise any indi- 
vidual club. 

“We do seek to Aus- 
tralianise the overall im- 
age of the League. 

““We believe that 
clubs with strong ethnic 
support at this point in 
time should capitalise on 
that, but seek progre- 
ssively over the forth- 
coming years to expand 
and broaden their hori- 
zons in regard to specta- 
tor and supporter 
following of their club. 

“In tandem with this 
commercial sponsors in- 
volvement with the club 
is desirable. 

“In some cases this 
must be done gently and 
progressively, whereas 
in others it is possible to 
at all times pursue a 
totally Australian 
image”. 

What also must be 
remembered of course 
was that the 1981 report 
was released mainly in 
an attempt to introduce 
‘summer Soccer’. 

In that mission 
however it failed and 
failed miserably. 

Now once again there 
is a strong move afoot to 
change the playing sea- 
son and to introduce 
summer Soccer into the 
tanks of the NSL. 

It really is amazing 
how things are taking 
place - five years later. 

In a chapter headed 
“‘Other Necessary 
Moves” these sugges- 
tions were also for- 
warded in this report. 

“ZONING - Intro- 
duce zoning the League 
and reformulating the 
fixture program accor- 
dingly to stabilise over- 
heads, build local in- 
terest in matches and 
pave the way for expan- 
sion and development of 
the League into a more 
national competition by 


the admittal pro- 
gressively of other new 
regional clubs. 

This 1981 dossier also 
listed the achievements 
of the then Philips Soc- 
cer League and stated: 

“The introduction of 
a national soccer league 
in Australia has un- 
questionably lifted the 
standard of the pro- 
fessional game overall. 

“The League has con- 
centrated the major 
talent of Australian Soc- 
cer into one competition 


and provided a competi- , 


tion that the ‘career’ 
player can aspire to be 
part of when he emerges 
through the youth sector 
of the sport. 

“The League has 
helped nationalise, and 
indeed Australianise the 
sport of Soccer, 
capitalising on its ethnic 
origins but expanding 
dramatically the percep- 
tion of the game in this 
country and its following 
beydnd the original 
ethnic support base into 
an Australia-wide sport. 

“The introduction of 
new teams like Wollon- 
gong and Newcastle are 
a factor in the con- 
tinuing development

following of the game.” 

And so it was in 1981, 
in the halls of power in 
the NSL.’ 

Times have definitely 
changed over the past 
five years and indeed so 
seemingly has the trend 


of thought in NSL 
circles. 

For better or for 
worse? Til let you

5. An almost 100% 
enthusiastic response 
from the supporters re- 
flected in record attend- 
ances, and complete 
support from the media 
which included commer- 
cial television with 
match of day screening 
on Channel TEN. It also 
signalled the start of 
more exclusive Soccer 
newspapers. 

History confirms that 
the 14 team NSL format 
commenced in 1977 
started to fail after four 
years which coincided 
with the loss of the ma- 
jor sponsor Philips. 
From then on a series of 
modifications were in- 
troduced to cover the 
shortfall of funding 
with, firstly, an increase 
in membership to six- 
teen and ultimately 24 
clubs. Other modifica- 
tions, agreed to reluc- 


tantly at times by the_ 


clubs, were the ever in- 
creasing affiliation fees 
and other costs associ- 
ated with the NSL’s in- 
ability to attract 
sponsorship coupled 
with the determination 
of the clubs that the 
NSL must survive. 

In November 1985 a 
decision was made to 
implement the 14 team 
format in 1987 but the 
decision was taken with 
the proviso that an 
acceptable set of criteria 
had to be presented by a 
certain date. It was 
clearly understood at 


that time that the 
criteria included such 
things as:- 


a) Financial viability of 
member clubs. 

b) Administrative abil- 
ity of member clubs. 

c) Regional repre- 
sentation. 

d) Crowds and specta- 
tor facilities.

These criteria were 
not presented to the 
clubs by the due date. 
When finally presented, 
they were substantially 
watered down criteria 
which included only past 
performance (previous 
promises such as de- 
velopmental status and 
its effect on past 
performance con- 
veniently forgotten), pre- 
sent performance and 
attendance. Finally, in a 
most undemocratic way, 
the criteria already pre- 
sented to the clubs for 
deliberation were con- 
veniently dumped at the 
meeting in Melbourne in 
March and a new set 
placed before the dele- 
gates, and immediately 
voted on. 

Sadly, the initial 
criteria which clubs 
sought in November 
1985 and which were 
such an important ingre- 
dient in the success of 
the NSL in the years 
1977 to 1980, were con- 
veniently forgotten, 

Due to these incredi- 
ble new criteria and 
selection system, the 
area which has contri- 
buted more to the de- 
velopment of Soccer in 
Australia and the NSL 
has been severely cut in 
its representation: the 
Northern. Division has 
lost six clubs, Queens- 
land its two representa- 
tives, South Australia 
one of its representa- 
tives but Victoria has 
lost just one club. 

The Sydney clubs who 
for the past ten years 
have put their money 
where their mouths are 
and have subsidised all 
other clubs, some more 
than others, are now 
faced with the prospect 
that the National 
League will be control- 
led by the Melbourne 
clubs. 

It must also be stated 
that the financial con- 
tribution by the Sydney 
clubs over the years was 
made in the interest of 
developing the sport

A long time campaigner for players’ rights, ‘Kossie’ said such a move 
would bring the sport in line with most other football codes in Australia 
and overseas. 

“It is about time we started another push to form some kind of union to 
look after our interests,” said the Socceroo skipper. 

“For too long players, both at club and international level in Australia, 
have been taken for granted, especially with regard to sending-offs, rights 
of appeal and playing wages.” 

Socceroo vice-captain and St.George defender DAVID RATCLIFFE, 
who was a member of the powerful players’ union in England during his 
time with Bradford City, agrees with the concept. 

“The union in England is very well run and is very strong. Obviously it 
wasn't that way from the start, but it has grown steadily,” says Ratcliffe. 

“You are virtually forced to be a part of it, but the benefits are there for 
all the players. 

“If it was to get off the ground here then it would have to be done 
properly. It would have to be everyone in or not at all. 

“With the right legal people and players like Kossie involved | think a 
union here would have something going for it.”

THE Queensland Soccer Federation should 
learn this week whether the Gold Coast will 
accept an invitation to join its XXXX 
League. 


The QSF approached 
Gold. Coast officials 
more than a month ago 
to avert the possibility of 
a bye in its premier com- 
petition caused by the 
return of the National 
League clubs. 

The QSF has always 
left open a place in its 
top competition for 
Brisbane City and Lions 
by restricting its XXXX 
League to 10 teams. But 
Lions second team won 
promotion from the in- 
termediate league to the 


XXXX League two 
years ago. 
As the club cannot 


have two teams: in the 
top competition it 
means just Brisbane 
City will be automatical- 
ly added to the league, 
making 11 teams. It has 
long been QSF policy 
not to have a bye in their 
premier competition, 
which prompted the 
need to find another 
strong club. 

While a number of 
intermediate league 
clubs would jump at the 
chance of a berth in the 
top league, and no 
doubt relegated Wyn- 
num would cherish a 
second chance, the QSF 
looked to the Gold 
Coast because of its re- 
gional appeal. 

And while some 
administrators on the 
tourist strip are more 
than keen to join the 
XXXX League, it is 
understood some of the 
Coast’s clubs are less 
enthusiastic. 

The Gold Coast has a 
strong first division com- 
petition in its own right 
with Broadbeach, Palm 
Beach, Merrimac and St 
Anthony’s constant and 
keen rivals. 

Nearby Nerang, 
which for many years 
has independently 
fielded teams in the 
QSF’s lower division, 
also is against a Coast 
team in the XXXX 
League. Nerang has 
worked its way through 
the divisions and is now 
only one step from being 
in the XXXX League 
itself. 

“A verbal invitation 
has been issued to the 
Gold Coast but we have 
insisted that before we 
proceed any further we 
want a written assurance

from them that all the 
clubs are behind the 
move,” QSF president 
Ald Ian Brusasco said.

Then 
forces on the Coast be- 
gan working against the 
region’s representative 
team and in the end 
some players were 
doubling up for match- 
es, missing training, and 
treating the State

rate competition. 

“We certainly don’t 
want a repeat of that 
and that is why we want 
to know that the clubs 
and not just a few offi- 
cials are behind any 
move to come to Bris- 
bane,” Brusasco said. 

But much as hap- 
pened on the Gold 
Coast since the State 
League days and the re- 
gion’s Soccer is now 
very well managed 
under the all 
encompassing banner of 
the Gold Coast and 
Albert Soccer Federa- 
tion. 

The Federation was to 
meet last week to make 
a formal decision on the 
proposed move to Bris- 
bane, But there were 
strong moves to indicate 
that the idea could be 
rejected.

But when the 
whistle went minutes 
afterwards, Fagan made 
a beeline for referee 
Garth Goodwin. 

And on their way to 
the dressing room, he- 
ated words were ex- 
changed.

BRISBANE LIONS, the team which missed by just one place a spot 
in next year’s revamped National League, is preparing for 
unexpected late inclusion. 


The Richlands club, 
fired by rumours that 
some Sydney clubs are 
facing financial prob- 
lems and may withdraw 
from the league, is gear- 
ing itself to play NSL in 
1987. 


“We are retaining all 
players and will even be 
looking at the transfer 
market,” club secretary 
Mr Lawrence Oudendyk 
said.

SYDNEY AMATEUR 


LEAGUE LOOKS 


TO THE 


FUTURE 


A CONTINUOUS run of more than 40 years 
has not dented the plans and prospects of 
the Sydney Amateur League. 

Although not always known under that 
name, the League has been a quiet part of 
the Sydney Soccer scene with its involve- 
ment in the Metropolitan League and the 
Central League before finally adopting 


current title. 


In early years, the 
League was part of the 
NSW Football Associa- 
tion until the breakaway 
which formed the Au- 
stralian Soccer Federa- 
tion and the State 
Federations. 


In an effort to present 
a picture of unity, the 
League affiliated with 
the then newly-formed 
NSW Amateur Soccer 
Federation which ended 
after one year, when it 
realised the State body 
was mostly junior 
oriented while the 
League consisted of All 
Age only. 

In 1977, the SASL 
agreed to co-operate 
with amateur bodies 
from WA, SA and the 
Bendigo League of Vic- 
toria to form an Annual 
Amateur championship. 


These tournaments 
were held from 1978 un- 
til 1982, when a repre- 
sentative squad was 
chosen to play two 
matches in Singapore. 


Attempts to re-affili- 
ate with the NSW 
Amateur Federation in 
1981 broke down and 
the League continued as 
an autonomous body, 
confining its representa- 
tive activities to a Fiji 
tour in 1985 and New 
Zealand in early 1986.

PETER OLLERTON: 
At his best Peter 
Ollerton’s aggres- 
sive, straightfor- 
ward and _ hard-hit- 
ting approach made 
him‘a feared oppo- 
nent on the field — 
especially in Asia 
where the physical- 
ly smaller oppo- 
nents were scared 
stiff of the “Big O” 
as he was known. 

But Ollerton’s aggres- 
sion also got him into 
trouble. He had clashes 
with a few of his club 
coaches. . 

It was Rale Rasic who 
“first gave Ollerton a 
chance in the national 
team, for a game against 
the visiting Auckland XI 
in 1974. Two matches 
later, he scored a 
memorable goal in Au- 
stralia’s 2-0 victory over 
Uruguay at the SCG, so 
he was included in the 
squad that went to West 
Germany for the World 
Cup finals. He appeared 
as a substitute against 
West Germany and 
Chile and from that 
point until the end of the 
1977 World Cup qual- 
ifying series, he was a 
regular in the national 
team. 

This burly, 6ft. lin. 
striker was an appren- 
tice with Preston North 
End in England and 
played for Blackpool re- 
serves before coming to 
Melbourne in 1971 to 
join Ringwood Wilhel- 
mina. 


His scoring record 
with Wilhelmina was 14 
goals in 1971, 16 in 1972 
and four in 1973 before 
hie was transferred to 
APIA. 

He scored 15 goals for 
APIA in his first season 
to finish runner-up 
among the NSW First 
Division scorers. 

He was top scorer in 


the league with 18 goals 
in 1974 and 17 goals in 
1975 before being sold 
to South Melbourne 
Hellas for $9000. In his 
first year with Hellas — 
1976, he notched 10 
State League goals but 
in 1977, the first season 
of the Phillips League, 
he managed only six. 

In the first 12 games 
of 1978, Ollerton scored 
seven goals for Hellas 
but then came his clash 
with coach Dave Mac- 
laren. As a result, he 
was sold to Marconi for 
a reported $15,000 but 
he managed only two 
goals there in 10 league 
games. He found it diffi- 
cult to settle down in 
Sydney and so returned 
to Melbourne at the end 
of the year. 

Ollerton’s most 
memorable goal scoring 
feat was netting five in 
APIA’s 9-1 victory over 
Auburn in the 1974 
NSW Ampol Cup final. 
He represented NSW six 
times and Victoria eight 
times. 

The most recent chap- 
ter of his career started 
just before the 1979 PSL 
kick-off, when 
Footscray J.U.S.T. 
bought him from Marco- 
ni for a reported $9000. 


DOUG 
UTJESENOVIC 


The football played 
by Dougie has al- 
ways been pure 
class. He would 
have had a disting- 
uished career in the 
Yugoslav First Divi- 
sion had it not been 
for a freak injury in 
1969. 

Having played 30 
senior games with OFK 
Belgrade, Utjesenovic 
slipped from the pitch 
onto the surrourding 


concrete cycling track. 
He was in plaster for a 


month with a knee liga- 
ment injury and it was 
during this lay-off that 
he accepted an offer 
from Alex Jagodic to 
join Footscray J.U.S.T. 

With Rale Rasic as 
coach, J.U.S.T. won the 
1969 Victorian State 
League championship 
and Utjesenovic was 
elevated to the Victo- 
tian State team the same 
year. 

He switched to 
St.George in 1971, the 


Season that Rasic be- 


came the Saints’ coach. 

After becoming 
naturalised, Utjesenovic 
was chosen to represent 
Australia on the 1972 
Asian tour. He played in 
the 1974 World Cup fi- 
nals and would have 
played in the 1977 
World Cup qualifiers 
had it not been for an 
injury suffered against 
Sunderland in England 
in 1976. 

Tt was after this that 
Dougie with 61 appear- 
ances for the Socceroos 
announced in February, 
1978: “Even if I were 
20 and starting my 
career, I still would not 
play for Australia.” 

He was bitter at the 
time after being in- 
volved in a legal battle 
with the ASF over com- 
pensation for the injury 
received on the 1976 
world tour. 

The injury, to his 
knee, kept him out of 
the game for eight and a 
half months. It required 
an operation and caused 
him to take time off 
work without pay. He 
felt he was entitled to 
more help than the ASF 
gave him. 

Undoubtedly he is 
one of the greatest right 
backs Australia has had.

Known as ‘Pedro the 
Englishman’, he made 
the world sit up and take 
notice with some fine 
displays for England in 
the Mexican World 
Cup.

Rush departed from the 
British scene, Beardsley 
has become the hottest 
property in Britain and 
the new hero of the 
Soccer fans there.
